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SINGER songwriter Declan Duffy has been play¬ 
ing in bands and composing songs for 15 years. 

Born and raised in London, he moved to Brid- 
port three years ago, taking a job at Waterstones 
bookshop. 

He currently fronts The Pickwicks alongside fel¬ 
low Bridport resident Lauren Glover. Their debut 
single "Never Had To Try" is released on August 
10th. 


• HOW long have you been interested in music? 

I'm from an Irish family so music was always a part of 
my upbringing, although you wouldn't say we were a 
particularly musical family. It's in there somewhere 
though, as both myself and my sister are in bands. 

For the last 20 years or so, it's been an integral aspect of 
my life and in some ways defines me. 

• WHAT'S the difference between gigging in Lon¬ 
don and gigging around here? 

There's a broader audience acceptance of acts playing 
what they want to outside of London. Up there, you 
play covers in pubs for money on one hand, and you 
play your own music in venues for very little money on 
the other. 

Here, you turn up to play a gig and, as long as you give 
the crowd a sufficient number of songs to sing along to, 
they'll listen quite happily to original music. 

Paul Hines at No.10 is a great supporter of local song¬ 
writers - he prefers it when we all play songs we've writ¬ 
ten ourselves. 

• IS West Dorset a good place for music? 

Yes, there are so many musicians here. Bridport partic¬ 
ularly has such a good scene - a high standard, very sup¬ 
portive of each other. 

Myself and Elijah Wolf are actually just about to start 
a label. He's been running his Howl Open-Mic nights for 
a while now, which I've been helping out with recently. 
We felt that we had to provide an outlet for these artists 
and their songs to be heard. 

The plan is to release regular singles by local acts in 
an effort to benefit the local musical and artistic com¬ 
munity. 

• YOU hear about it being difficult for musicians 
these days because of piracy and downloads. Is it 
tough? 

Yes. The record industry's utter failure to foresee this 
and do something about it in time means that there's a 
lot less money now to sign bands. 

However, it is now unquestionably easier to get your 
music heard because of the amount of online portals to 
which music can be uploaded. You just don't make 
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much from it unless a manager or label picks it up and 
puts some money behind it. 

• WHY did you name your band The Pickwicks? 

I love Charles Dickens and I wanted to reflect that in the 
name. And because it's better than being called the Old 
Curiosity Shop. 

• DO you have a strong interest in literature? 

Absolutely. My teachers used to tell me I had strong 
reading abilities, which presumably drew me into an in¬ 
terest in books. I read "To Kill A Mockingbird" for my 
GCSEs; a wonderful book which has remained with me 
emotionally and psychologically and is still my favourite 
novel. 

• YOU have been involved in a number of projects 
encouraging children to explore music and litera¬ 
ture. Is it an important part of what you do? 

Very much so.The degree to which both hearing music 
and reading benefit a child's emotional and intellectual 
development is incalculable.The influence on them can 
be seen and gauged from an extremely early age, and I 
feel that parents must be encouraged to help with this 
aspect of development. 

• WHAT'S your favourite album and why? 

The first Stone Roses album. I heard it when I was first 
developing an interest in music and I don't think any¬ 
one has surpassed it since. Absolutely the right four 
people, with the best producer for them, creating a per¬ 
fect collection of music - they really are a truly special 
band. I recommend it to everyone (along with "Exile On 
Main Street" by the Stones). 

• ANY tips for aspiring singers/songwriters? 

Don't feel you have to make one particular type of 
music, do what comes naturally and what feels right. 
Listen to loads of different types of music. Practise con¬ 
stantly. And always have a spare pair of pants. 

"Never Had To Try" is released through iTunes, 
hmv.com, Amazon and all other digital music retail¬ 
ers on Friday, August 10th.

Warning of dishwasher danger 
issued by Dorset Fire and Rescue 


DORSET Fire and Rescue have launched a video to 
warn of the dangers of faulty dishwashers. 

The service say that since the beginning of the year, 
crews have been to five incidents where the confirmed 
cause is a faulty dishwasher. 

The dishwashers involved have been identified as 
having a faulty control panel and while there is a recall 
notice on them some owners may not be aware of the 
problem. 

The Dorset Fire and Rescue video explains the dan¬ 
gers of ignoring the fault notice, how you can find out 
if your dishwasher is affected and some fire safety ad- 


Station manager Andy Fox said: “We have attended 
incidents involving this particular dishwasher fault, 
across the county and the problem is not limited to 
Dorset. 

“The manufacturers have recalled these appliances, 
sending fault notice letters to all owners who they had 
on their files. 

“Once contacted, they will arrange to come out and 
replace the faulty part, free of charge. 

“I would strongly advise anyone with a BOSCH, 
NEFF or Siemens dishwasher to contact the company 


immediately in order to prevent any more of these fires 
occurring.” 

“The worrying thing is that if a fire like this occurs 
in the middle of the night home owners would have no 
warning that a fire was developing. 

“This could easily lead to a very serious situation. 
Working smoke alarms do not prevent fires from start¬ 
ing - but they do warn people that it is happening - 
easily the difference between life and death.”

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Cave cheddar 
wins big award 


DORSET-MADE Wookey 
Hole Cave Aged Cheddar 
has been recognised with a 
major award at the Interna¬ 
tional Cheese Awards in 
Nantwich. 

A panel of 156 expert 
judges from the dairy in¬ 
dustry judged the cheese, 
produced by Dorset-based 
Ford Farm, as the 
Nantwich Reserve 

Supreme Champion from 
a total of 3,926 entries. 

The Nantwich Interna¬ 
tional Cheese Awards, 
held annually at the 
Nantwich show, is now in 
its 115th year and is 
widely regarded by the 
cheese industry as the 
most prestigious event on 
the competition calendar. 

This year’s competition 
saw 226 categories in all, 


with competitors from 27 
countries. 

Mike Pullin, managing 
director at Ford Farm is 
delighted at the news: 
“Winning last year was a 
triumph. 

“To achieve Reserve 
Supreme Champion the 
following year has ex¬ 
ceeded all our expecta¬ 
tions. 

“This particular accolade 
is genuinely meaningful 
and will help us to develop 
our business both nation¬ 
ally and internationally,” 
he said.

The cheese is matured 
for up to 18 months, the 
first maturing stage takes 
place at the farm and then 
the Cheddars are then 
transported 200ft under¬ 
ground into the caves at 
Wookey Hole where they 
are left to take on the dis¬ 
tinctive earthy, nutty 
flavour of the Caves. 

Wookey Hole Cave Aged 
Cheddar is Ford Farm’s 
biggest selling cheddar 
brand in the UK.

Holding the council to account 


■ It has to be said. 

West Dorset District Council (WDDC) said 
pre-the-election in its green trailer brochure 
'The new Charles Street development in 
Dorchester will bring £60million private in¬ 
vestment and 660 jobs.' 

Dorchester voted in a town poll 93 per 
cent against the new offices, currently in 
construction. 

KPMG's Investigation revealed WDDC had 
completely left out of its financial analysis all 
the parking fees (and fines) from the shut¬ 
ting of the massive 226-berth public car¬ 
park. 

KPMG said it was'unlikely'inclusion would 
have changed the council's decision over lo¬ 
cation, (but by the same token it might 
therefore just have changed it). 

Professor Philip Hanson OBE's analysis to 
the public meeting of 5th July showed 


clearly why there never was a case finan¬ 
cially for the move. 

We now find the council is clearly failing 
to achieve the £3.5m WDDC promised it 
would raise as part of the financial case for 
moving. 

It says: "Officers are now considering the 
bids and potential next steps. In due course 
they will draft a report on the matter for 
councillors to consider". 

It is clear from this delaying statement it is 
failing to achieve the financial promises. 

In addition the CEO of WDDC said on July 
5th, in the council chamber, that the choice 
that will be put to members is now either to 
move to a scaled-down Phase 2 or for the 
matter to be put on the back-burner for 10- 
15 years.

can now say to our local government organ 
it too must live up to its promises. 

There is no moral, electoral or financial 
case for moving council employees into new 
offices, which could be used for alternative 
purposes. 

Every councillor should urgently make 
their case in public in an extraordinary coun¬ 
cil meeting in front of their electors as to 
why - or not - this move should now hap¬ 
pen. 

It must not be a case of slipping in by de¬ 
fault through the back door and achieving 
squatters' rights. 

The electors are watching, and no move is 
currently merited. 

Facts, rather than force, must prevail.

DORCHESTER got back to winning ways with an 
easy seven wicket win over Winton. 

After three consecutive defeats that had seen 
the county town slump to seventh, they dis¬ 
missed any relegation battles as Dan Belt, lead¬ 
ing the side in place of Martyn Richards who 
was unavailable, ripped through the Winton top 
order. 

After James Dunham (2-26) had trapped 
opener Archer Ibw with a single on the board, 
Belt with 4-17 from 10 overs left the hosts on 38- 
7, and although there was some resistance from 
Williams (15) and Phillips (17 not out) they could 
only muster 84 all out with James Lewis also 
bagging 2-11.

Dave Trotter (0-10) who conceded just ten 
runs in his ten overs, five of the maidens, and 
Dan Hutchens (2-29) pinned down the hosts 
batsmen at the opening of their innings, before 
spinners Lawes (2-28), Laurie Whyte (2-35) and 
Will McKay (1 -56) kept the pressure on. 

Although Ben Brigden (55) defied the Wey¬ 
mouth bowlers with a half-century, when he 
was bowled by Whyte, they had slumped from 
70-2 to 90-5 and although there was some late 


resistance from Joe Weld (24) and James Miller 
(21) Weymouth bowled them out with an over 
to spare to clinch a superb victory. 

A delighted Janaway said: "It was a great all 
round performance. Having lost the toss and 
with a wet outfield and big pitch it was very dif¬ 
ficult to score runs. 

"However we scraped away and 186 on that 
wicket was a great score; equivalent to 240 at 
Redlands. Ben Lawes and Jim Ryall did a great 
job with the bat, and Ben's half-century held the 
innings together. With a few quick runs at the 
end we set them a reasonable target. 

"We defended the score superbly, from the 
bowlers who were brilliant, to the fielders who 
took some great catches. 

"Dave Trotter built the pressure with a superb 
spell, and although he didn't take any wickets, 
conceding just ten runs from his 10 overs was 
absolutely brilliant and put the pressure on 
them from the start. 

The off-spinners, Ben,'Cube'Whyte and Will 
McKay also put the brakes on them, and as the 
pressure built and they started needing five and 
six an over, they had to go for their shots and we 
took some excellent catches. 

"We are really flying now; everyone has con¬ 
tributed over recent weeks. This is probably the 
best run I can remember for a long time, and to 
beat Wimborne who have been almost unbeat¬ 
able all season on a wicket that was doing a bit, 
is credit to all the lads."

THERE are some great perks to being 
a journalist and top of the list must be 
to get a pass to cover the Olympic 
Games writes Kevin Fahey. 

As I write this I am sitting just above 
the finishing line as the warrior sprint¬ 
ers limber up for the final of the men's 
100m. 

The stadium announcer has just told 
us that two million people applied for 
tickets for tonight's action to see who 
is the fastest man on the planet. 

Unless they were interested in the 
women's triple jump but I somehow 
doubt it. 

It is at times like this you realise how 
lucky you are. I hate to think how 
much a ticket would cost for a seat on 


the home straight (a story going 
round is that one fan paid £700 for a 
ticket and ended up on the back 
straight. He wasn't happy). 

Throw in free coffee and tea, a TV 
monitor at your desk for replays and 
an instant results service and it is an 
unbeatable package. 

This is repeated for all 26 sports on 
the Olympic timetable allowing 
20,000 accredited journalists to do 
their job. 

Interestingly, while we are talking 
amazing stats, journalists out-number 
the 17,000 athletes from 205 countries 
but are dwarfed by the 63,000 in¬ 
volved in the running of the Games, 
many of whom are volunteers. 


Nine million tickets were sold to 
500,000 spectators and 80,000 of 
those were the very lucky to get a 
prized entry to Sunday's show. 

There are few events more exciting 
than the battle to be the fastest man 
on the planet. 

100M showdown 

Raw speed and super macho egos 
collide like an inter-planetary asteroid 
explosion with enough force to power 
the whole of east Devon and west 
Dorset as well. 

The fastest human on two legs is a 
title that demands respect, earns 
worldwide fame and opens the door 
to considerable financial rewards. 


Only the quest to become the 
toughest, strongest and baddest man 
on the planet, a title traditionally held 
by the heavyweight boxing champion 
but since diluted by the splintering of 
the sport into so many different or¬ 
ganisations, comes close. 

There is nothing quite like the antic¬ 
ipation of a 100m showdown and it 
didn't disappoint as Usain Bolt ce¬ 
mented his legendary status by retain¬ 
ing his title in a new Olympic record. 

But it wasn't as exciting as the Super 
Saturday when Britain won three 
golds in the greatest hour that the 
sport has enjoyed in its history.

THIS Bob Lucas Trophy encounter 
failed to inspire the crowd of 500 who 
had turned up to support Ian Hutchin¬ 
son, for whom this was his testimonial 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Weymouth did at least show they had 
an eye for goal and with some better 
finishing should have won the game. 
Dorchester on the other hand looked 
disjointed and lacked goal power, and 
it was no surprise that they had to wait 
until the final minute before producing 
a shot on goal. 

Trialist Dan Smith who agreed non¬ 
contract terms with manager Brendon 
King after the match, showed that he 
could be a real asset before being sub¬ 
stituted at half-time, and had Magpies 
keeper Jason Matthews diving down to 
his left after just three minutes to hold 
his 20-yard drive. 

Almost immediately Mark Ford who 
took up a number of good positions 


but failed to capitalise on the chances, 
couldn't control Craig Duffy's headed 
pass before Matthew's grabbed it. 

Dorchester were on the back foot and 
when a free-kick was not cleared 
cleanly, Ford hit his 20-yard volley 
straight at Matthews. 

On 15 minutes Smith teased the 
Dorchester defence before cutting in, 
but delayed his cross too long allowing 
Magpies trialist Charlie Clough to block 
his effort for a corner. 

Weymouth believed they had taken 
the lead six minutes from the break 
when a misdirected Kyle Critchell 
header from Stephen Reed's corner 
was hacked off the line by Harry Bell 
before Ford could poke it home. 

Even the reliable Mark Jermyn 
seemed off his game and when he 
tried to be too clever in injury time, 
Ford latched on to the ball but fired 
over.

BRENDON King was by far the happier of the two 
managers after Weymouth and Dorchester Town 
fought out a 0-0 draw in the annual Bob Lucas Tro¬ 
phy on Saturday.

BEN Ainslee sailed into the record 
books on Sunday when he claimed 
his fourth Olympic Gold medal by 
winning the Finn Class to become the 
greatest sailing Olympian in history. 

His fourth consecutive Olympic title 
together with a Silver earned at At¬ 
lanta in 1996 puts him ahead of the 
Dane Paul Elvstrom, a record that has 
been held since 1960. 

However there was drama right up 
until the closing moments. The Gold 
medal appeared to be between the 
Danish sailor Jonas Hogh-Christensen 
who had looked odd-on to win the 
class after six of the ten fleet races, 
and Ainslee who battled back in the 
last four to go into the medal race just 
two points behind. 

However, whilst Ainslee concen¬ 
trated in keeping his nearest rival be¬ 
hind him, a tactic that would bring 
him level on points and the winner, by 
virtue of a higher finish in the medal 
race, the Dutchman Pieter-Jan Postma

could also snatch victory if he could 
finish high enough in the field. 

With Ainslee and Hogh-Christensen 
battling it out in 9th and 10th, Postma 
in third only needed to move up a 
place to snatch the Gold. 

Fortunately for the thousands of 
British spectators lining The Nothe in 
Weymouth where the drama was un¬ 
folding in front of them, the flying 
Dutchman became over ambitious. 

In his haste to overtake the New 
Zealand boat to snatch second spot in 
the last few yards, he was forced to 
take a penalty turn that sent him back 
to fifth spot and out of medal con¬ 
tention. 

This allowed Ainslee to concentrate 
on keeping the Dane behind him and 
he held him off to claim the Gold 


medal and a place in history. 

He said after: "It was a tough event. 
Jonas sailed brilliantly earlier in the 
week but I managed to get back to 
give me a chance today on what was 
a very tricky course. 

" It was a very tactical and strategic 
race with the wind changing around, 
and was very difficult to get right; it 
was very problematical. 

"The support has been fantastic all 
the way through these games here in 
Weymouth and Portland, and racing 
where we were was a huge inspiration 
and made a huge difference."It's been 
a tough week with a lot at stake but 
fortunately it came together. It’s been 
incredibly hard - there’s a huge 
amount of pressure to perform at a 
home Games. It’s been the hardest 
couple of weeks of my life but you just 
have to get on with the job. 

To be able to win a Gold medal in 
your own country and in front of such 
a huge crowd; it won't get any better."
